Tfafl eity is in1 the throes of a heated 


municipal campaign. Much is writ- 
ten, and more said regarding men and 
questions, which in & few dajs will be 
forgotten. ' Behind all this, calmly 
awaiting the judgment of the elec- 
tors, stands & proposition which affects 
all of the people all of the time. The 
Education of oar children is never sec- 
ond to any issue. The people of Lima 
will decide next Monday, as to whether 
or not, there shall be constructed an 
edifice devoted to high school instruc- 
tion, which will lor Kjore than half a 
century, be one of th« moat influential 
factors in the life of the city, an in- 
stitution from which will issue thous- 
ands of boys and girla who are des- 
tined. to be the social, intellectual, and 
business forces of tie community. 


For many years, the need of a new 


and raodernly designed high school 
building, has been keenly felt by those 
who perceived the disadvantages un- 
der which the work was conducted, 
and realized that the old quarters were 
entirely inadequate to meet the de- 
mands of a city which during the last 
decade has achieved, a remarkable 
growth in population and wealth. 
Two years ago the board of education 
formulated a plan for the erection of si 
new building. That plan was over- 
turned by the sudden disaster, which 
compelled both the high school, and 
the grammar and primary. grades of 
the east end, to seek soch temporary 
quarters as could be hurriclly secured. 
yot only was the school board obliged 
to use the funds it had set aside for 
the high school buiiSing, but it has 
been forced to issue bonds up to the 
limit of statutory authority, in order 
to provide a house for the school chil- 
dren of the eastern part of town and 
to pay-rentals in the TBeamvhUe. It is 
not too rnueh to say that in this build- 
ing, now nearing completion, Lima 
will possess an. edifice 
comprising 


principles of school house design not 
excelled in any part of the state. No 
part of this building can be used for 
the high school. It will be completely 
occupied by children of lower grades. 


It is plain that the city cannot hope 


to enjoy the benefits of a properly 
equipped high school for years, ttniess 
money is borrowed on bonds. In the 
meantime xve must pay 
a high 


rents!, for rooms never intended for 
school purposes, :ind in the end hare 
no property to show for the expend i 
ture. 
A"< this time, moreovtr, the 


school wast be conducted nraid ud- 
verse conditions, in 
rooms badly

It is probabJe that they 
will sell at a price which will make the 
net rafe about 81 per cfrnt. It is pro- 
iosed that they mature at the rate of 


O per year for tht- lirst ten years, 


and §5,000 per year thereafter. In 
view of the fact that the interest is 
heavier dnrlng the first years, this ar- 
angement distributes the payments 
equitably and compels those who are 
o hereafter enjoy the benefits, to con- 
ributi; to the cost. 


At the outset the board of education 


determined to ask for an appropria- 
tion of $100,000. To that sum there 
was opposition. "When later it was 
deoided to fix the amount at §75,000, 
ts judgment seemed to have had uni- 
versal approval, and it is taken for 
granted that the school bond issue 
will be given ;m e mpbatic majority.
